•	 Install no-mow sod that will be easier to maintain 
and help suppress weed growth

•	 Add low-maintenance wildflowers that are 
resilient and will reseed every year
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The park should help buffer STREET NOISE and Create 

	 a Park Experience that is More PROTECTED from the Road

•	 Use shrubs and topography to buffer sound from roadway

•	 Complete planted-buffer at residential edge
